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Pursuant  to  a  call,  issued  by  E.  A.  Guilbert,  M.  D.,  of 
Dubuque,  inviting  the  Homeopathic  Physicians,  practicinerin 
Iowa,  to  meet  on  the  31st  day  of  May,  1870,  at  10  o’clock, 
A,  M.,  at  Des  Moines,  a  goodly  number  of  them  met  at  the 
appointed  time,  at  the  office  of  W,  H.  Dickinson,  M.  D. 

R,  F.  Baker,  M.  I),,  of  Davenport,  moved  thatDr.'W.  H. 
Dickinson,  of  Des  Moines,  act  as  temporary  President,  and 
Dr.  0.  H.  Cogswell,  of  Clinton,  act  as  temporary  Secretary. 

The  motion  was  carried. 

The  President  upon  taking  the  Chair,  ordered  the  reading 
of  the  call  for  the  meeting,  and  after  having  made  some  re- 
majrks  upon  the  subject,  called  upon  the  members  present  to 
give  an  expression  of  opinion  as  to  the  feasibility  of  perpet¬ 
uating  the  former  State  Organization,  which  had  been  intact 
for  a  number  of  years,  or,  as  to  the  propriety  of  organizing 
a  new  State  Society. 

Drs.  Con-nelly,  Holt,  Jackson,  Hunter,  Baker,  and-Seidlitz 
took  active  part  in  the  discussion,  all  being  of  the  opinion 
that  the  cause  of  Homeopathy,  in  Iowa,  would  be  best  served 
by. the  organization  of  a  jiew  State  Society,  and,  after  ji.free 


interchange  of  opinion,  and  pleasant,  social,  intercourse,  an 
adjournment  until  3  o’clock,  P.  M.,  was  moved  and  ctvrried, 
to  give  absentees  a  chance  to  appear  and  take  part  in  the 
deliberations. 


Afternoon  Session. 


At  3  o’clock,  the  temporary  Chairman,  Dr.  W.  H.  Dickin¬ 
son,  called  the  meeting  to  order. 

Upon  motion,  it  was  resolved,  that  the  meeting  now  take 
steps  to  organize  a  State  Homeopathic  Society;  the  Presi¬ 
dent  to  appoint  a  Committee  on  permanent  organization,  and 
to  prepare  a  Constitution  and  By-Laws.

Upon  the  withdrawal  of  the  Committee,  the  time  of  the 
meeting  was  occupied  by  an  interchange  of  views  as  to  the 
best  means  to  interest  all  Iowa  Physicians,  possessing  the 
necessary  qualifications  for  membership,  to  join  the  contem¬ 
plated  association.

CONSTITUTION. 


ARTICLE  I. 

This  Society  shall  be  known  as  the  Society  of  Homeo-  , 
pathic  Physicians  of  Iowa,”  having  for  an  object  the  ad¬ 
vancement  of  Medical  Science,  and  the  dissemination  of  the 
law  of  “Similia  tiimilihus  Curantur.” 

ARTICLE  II. 

The  officers  of  the  Society  shall  consist  of  a  President,  two 
Vice  Presidents,  a  Secretary  and  Treasurer.  At  each  an¬ 
nual  meeting  an  election,  by  ballot,  shall  be  held  for  the 
above  named  officers. 

There  shall  also  be  elected  by  the  Society,  in  the  above 
manner,  at  each  annual  meeting,  a  Board  of  Censors,  con¬ 
sisting  of  five  members,  a  majority  of  whom  shall  constitute 
a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

A  majority  of  the  members  present  shall  be  necessary  for 
the  election  of  any  of  the  above  named  officers,  and  they 
shall  hold  their  office  for  the  term  of  one  year,  or,  until  i 
others  shall  have  been  elected  to  fill  their  places, 

ARTICLE  ii:. 

The  duties  of  the  respective  officers  shall  be  such  as  may 
from  time  to  time  be  prescribed  in  the  By-Laws. 
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ARTICLE  IV. 

The  Society  shall  liold  at  least  one  session  in  each  year,  at 
such  time  and  place  as  the  majority  of  members  present  at 
the  last  annual  meeting  may  determine. 

ARTICLE  V. 

At  any  meeting  of  the  Society,  five  members  shall  consti¬ 
tute  a  quorum. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

,';-V 

This  Constitution  may  be  altered  'or  amended  by  a  two- 
third  vote  of  the  members  attending,  provided  however,  that 
at  the  meeting  previous,- -notice  have  been  given  in  writing 
of  such -alteration  or  amendment. 


BY-LAWS. 

SECTION  1. 

Duties  of  the  President : 

The  President  shall  preside  at  all  the  meetings  of  the  So¬ 
ciety,  preserve  order  therein,  put  all  questions,  announce  the 
decisions,  and  appoint  the  committees  not  otherwise  ordered. 
Direct  the  Secretary  to  call  extraordinary  meetings  upon  the 
written  request  of  members,  not  less  than  six  in  number, 
giving  reasons  for  such  action. 

SECTION  2. 

Duties  of  the  Vice  Presidents  : 

The  Vice  Presidents  shall  perform,  in  the  order  of  their 
election,  in  .the  absence  of  the  President,  all  duties  apper¬ 
taining  to  the  office  of  President.* 


SECTION  o. 


Duties  of  the  Secretary  : 

The  Secretary  shall  provide  a  suitable  book  for  records 
and  note  therein  all  the  resolutions  and  proceedings  of  the 
Society,  also  the  mines  of  numbers  and  the  date  of  their  ad¬ 
mission.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  file  the  annual  reports  of 
Bureaus  and  Committees,  and  any  other  matter  as  ordered  by 
the  Society;  he  shall  answer  all  letters  addressed  to  the  Society, 
open  and  maintain  such  correspondence  as  may  advance  its 
interest,  give  notice,  at  lea^t  two  weeks  before  hand,  of  the 
meetings  of  the  Society;  notify  candidates  of  their  election, 
and  the  members  of  the  several  Bureaus  and  Committees  of 
their  appointment,  stating  the  subjects  assigned  to  them. 

SECTION  4. 

Duties  of  the  Treasurer: 

The  Treasurer  shall  collect  all  moneys  belonging  to  the  So- 
cietv,  make  the  necessary  disbursements,  and  re[)ort  annual¬ 
ly  in  writing. 

SECTION  0. 

Duties  of  Censors. 

The  Censors  shall  carefully  and  impartially  examine  into 
the  qualifications  of  each  candidate  for  membership,  in  ac¬ 
cordance  with  the  standard  of  qualification  laid  down  bv  a 
majority  of  the  Society. 

SECTION  ('). 

Members : 

The  Society  may  elect  members  permanently,  according 
to  the  standard  adopted. 

Honorary  members  may  be  elected  ly  a  two-third  vote,  but 
not  exceeding  two  at  each  annual  meeting.  Persons  so  elect- 


ed  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  [)rivileges  of  incnibership,  ex- 
1  cept  the  right  of  voting.

Fees  : 

An  initiation  fee  of  $3,00  shall  be  paid  by  each  newly  elect¬ 
ed  member,  and  in  addition  thereto  an  annual  fee  of  $2,00  at 
each  subsequent  meeting;  a  failure  to  pay  aftei*  one  year, 
shall  subject  such  delinquent  to  suspen.sion,  until  such  a  time 
as  his  arreai‘ages  are  made  up.

Papers  and  Communications. 

Original  papers  and  communications  read  before  the  Soci¬ 
ety,  become  its  property,  and  shall  be  deposited  with  the  Sec¬ 
retary.
